Among them will be Mayor 
Dever and members of the city coun- 
cil, which recently leased the new 
field and appropriated $225,000 for its 
development over a reriod of five 
years.

every one’s taxes at least 25 per cent. 


Why Board Refused Action. ; 


The board of review refused to re- | 
rard seriously the contentions of these | 
various factions because if we did Chi- | 
eago's building program would be} 
forced to a standstill. | 

“The big men of. Chicago, who | 

through their nerve ané vision have | 
reared some of the noblest buildings | 
in the city, are now forced to take a 
vearly profit of only 3 to 4 per cent. 
it is readily shown that between $13,- 
600 and $25,000 a front foot is the aver- 
ace value along State street, and who 
can say this is not fair?” 

Mr. Barrett then suggested that the 
needs of the school system be met by 
the floating. of a bond issue. 

Urges Future Help with Burden. | 

“By issuing bonds to obtain money | 
for more schools in Chicago, we place | 
part of the burden of repayment on) 
the future generation which will share | 
in the benefits of the improvements,” | 
he said. “It is hardly just to make | 
the present taxpayers pay the entire | 
cost of schools which will house Cheer | 
descendants.’ 

He contrasted conditions in 1900 with | 
the present day. At that time there | 
was taxable property worth $650,000,- | 
000 in Chicago. Now, he said, there is | 
taxable property worth $4,000,000,000. | 

The tax in 1900 was $17,000,000. 
Now, with an increase of population of | 
approximately 100 per cent, there fs a 
vast increase in the tax to $105,000,000, 
he pointed out. And both property 
valuations and tax rates are steadily 
increasing, he concluded,

§ CT. FARE FIGHT 


Between $400,000 and $1,000,000 more 
apparently slipped out of the pockets 
of Chicago taxpayers yesterday as a 
result of ex-Mayor William Hale 


Thompson's futile fight for a 5 cent 
trolley fare. 

By a decision of Judge Charles F. 
McKinley of the Municipal court, the 
city lost its suit to collect interest on 
$8,000,000 in traction payments refused 
by Mr. Thompson between 1918 and 
1923 on the ground that its acceptance 
might hamper the fight for lower fares. 

When Mayor Dever came into office 
he accepted the money, which had been 
held by banks, and informed the Chi- 
cago Surface lines that the city also 
wanted the interest which had been pil- 
ing up during the Thompson adminis- 
tration.

This will not be a treatise on the 
state of the real estate market in 
Florida, however, but a piece about 
the athletic events, including some em- 
phatic financial flops, that made up 
the greatest winter program of warm 
weather sports ever run off in this 
country and the part that the press 
agents performed. 


Just Commercialized Athletics. 


Let it be understood that in most| 


if not all cases the athletes were taken 
to Florida for mercenary reasons by 
chambers of commerce, or hotel com- 
panies, or individual land boosters. 
There will be a one rninute pause at 
this point for reproaches, if any one 
thinks it mecessary to reproach the 
chambers of commerce, the hotel com- 
panies, or individual land boosters for 
using the fame of the athletes to ad- 
vertise their municipalities, their 
boarding houses, or their acreage, as 
the case happened to be.

A revised county traffic report, following 


driving’ weather, outlines the congestion sit- 
uation in a graphic way.’ Using the coun-

that 990,000 vehicle miles were rolled up 
on them each day. At 20 miles an hour 
the daily vehicle bours totaled 49,500. As, 
suming that each vehicle loses at least 4 
minutes an hour due to traffi ccongestion, 
grade crossings and other highway obetruc 
4ions, engineers estimate the dally loss at 
3.200 vehicle hours. They compute this 
loss at approximately $3 an hour and find

Ten years ago industrial plants pro- 
ducing their own energy consumed 42 
per cent of all coal converted into power, 
and obtained from it only 27 per cent of 
the power produced. Railroads burned 
46 per cent of coal devoted to power pro- 
duction and got 31 per cent of power 
used. The electric generating stations 
of that time—far less efficient in the ag- 
gregate than those of our day—burned 
only 12 per cent of the coal used for 
power and obtained from it 42 per cent 
of the power employed in transport, min- 
ing, and industry. 

It is quite evident that the greatest 
future economies in coal production, coal 
consumption for power and coal haulage 
must be sought in the reduction of coal! 
used by railroads. Railroads will prob- 
ably continue to hau! coal from mine to 
generating station long after many of 
them have ceased to haul it for their 
own direct use.

Perfect Tests

Record Made in Arithme- 


tic in Accuracy Drive. 


Seventh and eighth grade pupils in 
more than half of Chicago’s public 
schools made a perfect score in arith- 
metic tests recently given by a staff 
of examiners, Supt. Willlam McAn- 


drew announced yesterday. Only 
schools where every pupil in the class 
answered the problems correctly were 
given marks of 100. 

Supt. McAndrew was jubilant when 
informed of the results and immedi- 
ately dictated a bulletin to the 144 
schools which achieved perfect scores. 
“This is the most remarkable piece of 
news issued from this office since 
1923,” the superintendent wrote. “You 
will wish to compliment the teachers 
upon it. It is a roll of honor and a 
compliment.” 

> 

A staff of examiners appointed by 
the superintendent gave the tests in 
the 273 elementary schools in the sys- 
tem. The tests given were problems in 
division, multiplication, subtraction, 
and addition that the seventh and 
eighth grade pupils are expected to an- 
swer correctly with their training. 

The problems were not considered 
difficult but of the type that is encoun- 
tered in the general business institu- 
tion. Supt. McAndrew has stressed the 
need of accuracy in arithmetic, point- 
ing out that an employer when giving 
a business problem to an employé ex- 
pects the answer to be correct when the 
information is returned to his desk.

‘‘ The employer expects acctrracy, and 
there is no reason why the product of 
the public school should not meet this 
demand,” Supt. McAndrew stated. 
“Every pupil should be required to 
check the result until he is certain the 
answer is correct.” . 
The drive for accuracy and perfec- 
tion will continue until every school 
has made a geste» score.
